Inaugural  Address  of  Hon.  Samuel  T.  Ladd, 

MAYOR  OF  PORTSMOUTH,  N.  H. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

You  have  just  taken  upon  yourselves  a  solemn  oath 
to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  old  City  to  the  best  of  your 
ability.  I  trust  you  all  reahze  this  responsibility  and  will 
guard  its  interest  faithfully. 

No  government  of  this  City  has  ever  been  inaugurated 
into  office  under  more  trying  conditions  than  this:  none  at 
least  since  the  Civil  War,  and  I  think  v^e  all  agree  that 
this  is  the  greatest  crisis  of  our  history. 

Under  such  trying  times  and  with  the  possible  decrease 
in  our  City's  valuation,  we  will  be  called  upon  to  make  up 
a  budget  which  will,  I  think,  increase  our  tax  rate  greatly. 
So  I  ask  you  gentlemen  of  the  different  committees  which 
you  may  serve  on,  to  remember  the  tax  payer  and  be  as 
lenient  to  him  as  possible,  keeping  your  estimates  as  low  as 
you  can  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  City. 

This  year  we  are  starting  off  with  an  Unexpended 
Revenue  Surplus  of  about  $38,000  as  compared  to  about 
$40,000  last  year.  This  amount  is  exclusive  of  the  money 
obtained  by  the  sale  of  the  Paving  Bonds  for  Middle  and 
Daniel  Streets. 

Last  year,  after  our  annual  Appropriation  Bill  had 
been  passed,  every  Department,  except  the  Schools,  asked 
for  an  increase  in  salaries,  which  was  granted  after  due 
consideration,  as  we  realized  the  great  increase  in  the  cost 
of  living.  Yet,  with  this  increase,  which  amounted  to 
$2,600,  our  unexpended  surplus  is  within  $2,000  of  last 
year. 

Our  total  debt  on  December  31,  1916,  including  Water 
and  High  School  Bonds  was  $922,500.     During  the  past 
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year  we  issued  bonds  amounting  to  $65,000,  yet  our  net 
debt  has  only  increased  $42,500. 

I  wish  also  to  state  that  our  net  Municipal  Debt  is 
$357,650,  or  approximately  $27,000  above  the  amount 
allowed  the  City  to  borrow  under  the  present  law,  which 
is  three  per  cent,  ox  the  City's  valuation. 

In  this  year  we  must  pay  in  Serial  Bonds  $27,500  and 
$11,500  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

I  give  you  these  figures  to  enlighten  you  briefly  upon 
our  financial  standing  and  to  show  you  that  it  is  impossi- 
ble for  us  under  the  present  law  to  increase  our  bonded 
debt.  This  is  an  answer  to  some  of  our  critics  for  not 
taking  up  the  project  of  building  a  new  Central  Fire  Sta- 
tion, although  I  realize  this  is  greatly  needed  and  if  we 
had  one  would  be  a  great  saving  to  the  City. 

Our  Fire  Alarm  system  has  been  remodelled  and  gone 
over  thoroughly  and  put  into  first  class  condition  with  a 
slight  increase  in  cost  over  the  previous  year,  but  with 
added  efficiency  to  the  Department  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  citizens.  In  obtaining  these  results  much  credit  is 
due  the  Superintendent. 

With  the  advanced  living  expense  an  increase  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  Poor  Department  must  be  made. 

We  have  had  in  the  past  year  quite  a  few  cases  of 
contagious  disease  which  the  City  was  obliged  to  support 
and  caused  greater  expense  in  the  Health  Department  than 
in  the  previous  year.  It  has  been  brought  to  my  mind 
forcibly  this  year  the  conditions  existing  at  our  Pest  House 
and  I  would  suggest  that,  if  possible,  the  City  move  this, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Portsmouth  Hospital,  to  a  lot  on 
their  property,  and  have  this  hospital  run  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Portsmouth  Hospital. 
In  this  way  nurses'  fees  would  be  saved  as  the  training 
school  nurses  would  be  able  to  take  care  of  whatever  cases 
the  City  entered.     The  selling  of  the  property  would  offset 
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the  expense  of  moving  the  building  and  putting  in  the 
foundation  and  such  other  expense  as  might  arise. 

Under  the  Water  Department  there  is  greatly  needed 
the  expenditure  of  quite  a  large  sum  of  money  for  a  new 
pump  at  the  Sherburne  Station,  and  the  consideration  of 
taking  over  the  water  system  of  a  private;  corporation  which 
would  save  the  City  considerable  money.  I  refer  to  the 
Frank  Jones  Brewing  Company.  Also  the  re-laying  of 
the  pipe  main  across  Little  Harbor  Creek  which  supplies 
water  to  the  Town  of  Newcastle. 

These  are  a  few  glaring  suggestions  which  have  come 
to  my  attention  in  the  past  which  I  offer  for  your  consid- 
eration.

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  Portsmouth  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
1917,  ending  December  31st: 

Only  two  fires  of  any  great  importance  occurred  during 
the  past  year.  The  first  one  took  place  February  5th,  in 
the  storehouse  and  office  of  the  Rockingham  County  Light 
and  Power  Co.  It  had  gained  such  headway  that  the  fire 
was  coming  through  the  roof  before  it  was  discovered  and 
the  alarm  given.  The  fire  was  extinguished  soon  after  the 
arrival  of  the  Department. 

The  second  fire  was  that  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building, 
December  31st.  The  fire  started  from  some  unknown 
cause  in  an  air-shaft  between  the  two  fire  places  on  the 
second  floor  and  spread  rapidly  to  the  blind  attic  that  the 
air-shaft  lead  to.  This,  with  the  dense  smoke,  made  the 
fire  a  very  difficult  one  to  locate  and  extinguish.  The  fire- 
men kept  the  blaze  confined  to  the  attic  and  air-shaft 
where  it  started.  They  were  greatly  hampered  by  the 
zero  weather. 

The  Department  has  answered  74  alarms  this  year,  52 
of  which  were  still  alarms  and  22  bell  alarms.  There  were, 
no  out-of-town  calls  and  only  a  few  small  brush  fires. 

The  fire  apparatus,  with  the  exception  of  the  Sagamore 
steamer,  is  in  first-class  condition.  We  have  a  fair  supply 
of  hose,  about  7,000  feet  of  good  hose  and  3,000  feet  of 
hose  in  fair  condition.  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  500 
feet  or  more  each  year,  thus  keeping  our  supply  up  to 
standard. 

The  most  essential  need  of  the  Fire  Department  today 
is  a  new  Station.  The  house  known  as  the  Central  Station, 
where  the  quick-hitch  is  kept,  is  not  only  a  disgrace  to  our 
city,  but  it  is  a  hindrance  to  the  men  and  horses  when  an- 
swering an  alarm.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  the 
engines  from  freezing,  the  doors  stick,   from  the  building 
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settling-,  and  the  floor  is  in  such  bad  condition  that  the 
horses  have  fallen  through  and  injured  themselves  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  services  of  a  physician  was  necessary. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  thav^ing  out  hose,  which  puts 
the  Department  to  a  great  disadvantage.  After  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  fire  it  was  a  week  before  the  ice  could  be  shaken 
out  of  the  hose.  If  we  had  had  another  fire  under  the 
same  conditions  during  that  week,  we  would  have  been 
without  hose  enough  to  load  our  wagons.  For  these  and 
countless  other  reasons,  to  say  nothing  of  the  men  and 
horses  who  must  endure  the  discomforts  and  cold  of  the 
Station  night  and  day,  it  is  earnestly  urged  by  the  head  of 
the  Department  and  by  every  fireman  in  the  city  of  Ports- 
mouth that  the  present  city  government  give  this  their 
immediate  attention  and  remedy  this  condition  of  affairs 
by  a  new  building  or  by  extensive  repairs  on  the  old  one.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  past  year.  The  city 
has  been  troubled  by  an  almost  continuous  visitation  of 
scarlet  fever.  Generally  it  would  spring  up  in  different 
parts  of  the  city  at  the  same  time.  In  several  cases  dis- 
ease has  been  brought  here  from  other  cities.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 
Snow. 

During  both  the  first  and  last  parts  of  the  year  we 
had  heavy  falls  of  snow,  which  made  it  necessary  to  break 
out  the  following  roads:  Lafayette,  Ocean,  Middle,  Lang, 
Elwyn,  Sagamore,  Greenland,  Boyd,  Banfield,  Gosling, 
Peverly  Hill,  Islington,  Sherburne  and  Little  Harbor  Roads 
and  Myrtle  Avenue. 

State  Roads. 

The  State  aid  roads,  Lafayette,  Middle,  Sagamore, 
Greenland  and  Newington  roads  were  reshaped  and 
patched.  The  Sagamore  and  Newington  roads  were 
treated  with  an  eighty-five  per  cent,  asphalt  oil.  The 
other  State  roads  received  an  application  of  sixty  per  cent, 
asphalt  oil. 

Streets. 

The  heavy  storms  made  necessary  the  removal  of  snow 
from  the  streets  where  the  traffic  was  heavy,  also  on  the 
narrow  streets. 

Daniel  street  was  paved  with  bitulithic  pavement  under 
a  contract  with  the  Warren  Brothers  Company. 

The  paving  of  Middle  street  was  deferred  until  next 
spring  on  account  of  the  cold  weather. 

Oiling  Streets. 

A  forty-five  per  cent,  asphalt  oil  was  used  on  Daniel, 
Bow,  Chapel,  Penhallow,  State,  Water,  South,  Pleasant, 
Marcy,  Rogers,  New  Vaughan,  Bartlett  and  Dennett 
streets  and  Maplewood  Avenue  from  the  station  to  Cutts 
Road,  also  the  city  sections  of  Lafayette  and  Middle  roads. 

A   light  oil   was  applied   to  the  streets  in  the  street 
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sprinking  district  under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

Patching  and  Grading. 

The  holes  in  the  asphalt  were  patched  as  far  as  the  ap- 
propriation would  allow. 

The  cuts  made  by  the  New  England  T.  &  T.  Co.,  the 
Portsmouth  Gas  Company  and  the  Rockingham  County  L. 
&  P.  Co.  were  repaired  by  this  department  and  paid  for 
by  the  above-named  firms. 

The  following  streets  have  been  graded:  Parrott  Ave- 
nue, Washington  street  and  Spinney  Road.  Sections  of 
South,  State,  Gates,  Gardner,  Hunking,  Marcy  and  Pick- 
ering streets  and  Middle  Road. 

The  following  streets  were  patched  with  gravel: 
Wibird,  Cabot,  Union,  Summer,  Austin,  State,  Court, 
Chestnut,  Marcy,  New  Vaughan,  Dennett,  Bartlett,  Han- 
over, McDonough,  Cass  and  Penhallow  streets  and  Maple- 
wood  Avenue,  Newcastle  Avenue  and  Islington  Road. 

The  following  streets  were  patched  with  cinders:  Park, 
Orchard  and  Rogers  streets  and  Marginal  Road. 

Ashes. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  wages  and  the  larger  amount 
of  ashes  collected,  this  item  shows  a  marked  increase  over 
last  year. 

Sewers. 

We  had  eighty-four  reports  of  sewer  troubles  during 
the  year.  Forty-five  of  these  were  located  in  private 
drains.  Nearly  all  of  the  remaining  troubles  were  caused 
by  sticks  in  the  catch  basins. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  feet  of  ten-inch  sewer  was 
completed  on  Park  street. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  feet  of  twelve-inch  sewer  was 
completed  on  Middle  street. 

One  hundred  and  ten  feet  of  twelve-inch  pipe  was  laid 
to  take  care  of  the  overflow  on  the  Dennett  street  sewer. 

The  outlet  of  the  State  street  sewer  was  changed  from 
the  culvert  to  the  new  sewer  running  into  Court  street. 

Twelve  new  catch  basins  and  one  man  hole  were  built. 

All  catch  basins  and  man  holes  were  cleaned  three 
times  during  the  year. 
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Sidewalks. 

The  sidewalks  were  relaid  on  Vaughan,  Hanover,  State, 
Summer,  Pleasant  and  Daniel  streets. 

Gravel  walks  were  built  on  South,  Salem,  Dover  and 
McDonough  streets  and  Mendum  Avenue. 

Cinder  sidewalks  were  built  on  Orchard,  Gate,  Park 
and  Lovell  streets  and  Sherburne  Avenue. 

The  snow  plows  were  out  nine  times  cleaning  passages 
on  the  sidewalks. 

Trees. 

Trees  were  trimmed  where  needed  and  several  removed. 

The  extermination  of  moths  under  day  work  was  com- 
pleted in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

All  shade  trees,  instead  of  a  limited  number,  as  in 
former  years,  were  sprayed. 

Parks. 

Goodwin  and  Haven  Parks  received  the  usual  care. 
The  Playgrounds  were  graded  and  rolled. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Owing  to  the  extremely  cold  weather  of  February  and 
March  considerable  trouble  was  experienced  with  freezing 
mains. 

Mains  were  extended  on  Daniel,  West,  Essex  and 
Livermore  streets.  Park  and  Maplewood  avenues. 

Total  number  of  new  services  installed:  Thirty-three, 
including  a  six-inch  and  a  two-inch  line  to  the  Gale  Shoe 
Company. 

Total  number  of  services  renewed  was  as  follows: 
Main  to  cellar,  twenty-five;  main  to  sidewalk,  forty-three; 
sidewalk  to  cellar,  sixteen. 

Three  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  feet  of 
three-quarter-inch  pipe  and  six  hundred  and  twelve  feet 
of  one-inch  pipe  were  used. 

All  services  were  renewed  on  sections  of  Daniel  and 
Middle  streets,  which  were  under  contract  for  paving. 

Services  discontinued,  thirty-two. 

The  spiral  riveted  pipe  on  the  Peverly  Brook  system 
continues  to  give  trouble. 
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Hydrants  installed,  one;  hydrants  replaced,  six;  meters 
installed,  thirty-eight;  meters  reset,  thirty-three. 

The  pipe  line  from  Little  Harbor  to  Newcastle  across 
tide  water  is  in  bad  condition. 

Armed  guards  were  maintained  at  Sherburne  and 
Haven  pumping  station  and  at  the  stand-pipe  from  March 
twenty-sixth  to  September  thirteenth. 

During  the  year  there  was  pumped  at  Sherburne  Station 
451, 261, 335  gallons.     Increase  in  amount  of  water  pumped 
over  1916,  57,011,335  gallons. 
.    Total  coal  consumption,   six  hundred  and  ninety  tons. 

Total  gallons  pumped  at  Peverly  Station,  117,819,890. 

Total  rainfall  for  year,  37  23-128  inches. 

For  the  financial  standing  of  this  Department,  we  would 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  Auditor's  report.

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  has  considerably 
increased  over  last  year,  particularly  on  account  of  the 
increase  in  cost  of  both  services  and  materials.  This  is 
unavoidable  and  may  be  expected  to  be  more  marked  in 
the  next  year.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  costs 
for  several  years  have  been  less  than  has  been  required  in 
practically  all  the  other  New  Hampshire  cities  or  towns 
and  it  has  been  frequently  pointed  out  that  such  low  cost 
of  maintenance  could  not  be  continued,  and  was  not  con- 
sistent with  the  best  educational  policy  for  Portsmouth. 

We  are  still  contending  with  the  problem  of  a  con- 
stantly increasing  school  population,  with  every  prospect 
that  an  unprecedented  growth  of  the  city  will  result  from 
the  influx  of  industrial  workers  as  soon  as  housing  arrange- 
ments can  be  made. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  for  this  year,  although 
higher  than  before,  is  lower  than  the  average  cost  for  the 
New  Hampshire  cities  as  given  for  1915,  and  much  less 
than  the  1917  amount. 

The  cost  of  fuel  and  all  supplies  is  materially  larger, 
and  the  efficiency  of  our  teaching  force  cannot  be  main- 
tained in  any  other  way  than  by  the  payment  of  salaries 
commensurate  with  the  value  that  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial demands  have  established  for  the  services  of  com- 
petent men  and  women  in  so  many  lines  of  work  for 
which  the  desirable  teacher  is  well  fitted  and  by  meeting 
the  competition  resulting  from  the  consequent  scarcity  of 
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teachers.  This  is  essentially  a  financial  problem  but  the 
success  of  the  school  administration  will  largely  depend 
upon  its  successful  solution.

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Enrollment  of  Pupils. 

The  phenomenal  growth  in  public  school  enrollment, 
which  last  year  was  noted  to  have  been  two  rooms  a  year 
since  1910,  has  continued.  The  present  enrollment  of 
2,243,  an  increase  of  635,  or  nearly  fourteen  rooms  over 
the  enrollment  of  1911-1912,  is  again  bringing  up  the 
problem  of  school  accommodation.  The  increase  has 
appeared  in  practically  every  school  and  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  by  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  the  capacity  of 
every  elementary  school  will  have  been  reached.  The  sit- 
uation is  already  serious  in  the  Cabot  Street  School  and 
seems  likely  to  become  an  impossible  one  in  the  Farragut 
School.  The  enrollment  of  811  in  the  High  and  Whipple 
Schools  is  over  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  capacity  of  these 
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schools,  even  if  crowded  to  their  limits.  Since  October 
there  has  been  a  steady  increase  of  enrollment,  due  to  the 
coming  here  of  men  connected  with  the  Navy  Yard  or  the 
ship-building  industries.  The  lack  of  housing  accommo- 
dation has  been  the  only  thing  which  has  saved  the  situa- 
tion. A  recommendation  was  made  in  last  year's  report, 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  thoroughly  investigate 
our  conditions  and  the  places  of  probable  growth  so  that 
we  might  constructively  plan  for  such  increases  as  the  sit- 
uation may  demand  before  we  are  forced  to  seek  tempo- 
rary arrangements.  I  feel  that  this  matter  has  now 
become  one  of  very  vital  importance. 

School  Houses. 

The  High,  Whipple,  Lafayette,  Haven  and  Cabot 
Street  Schools,  are,  barring  certain  simple  minor  repairs, 
in  excellent  condition  and  serving  all  purposes  satisfac- 
torily up  to  their  capacity. 

The  Farragut  School,  as  has  so  frequently  been  noted, 
is  entirely  without  playground,  a  condition  which  can  and 
ought  to  be  remedied. 

At  the  Woodbury,  Plains  and  Lafayette  Road  Schools 
the  toilets  are  situated  in  out-houses,  considerably  removed 
from  the  schools  and  in  stormy  weather  reached  only  with 
considerable  exposure. 

This  condition  can  be  remedied  by  a  comparatively 
inexpensive  remodeling  of  the  interior  arrangement  of  the 
schoolhouses  and  the  installation  of  modern  sanitary  toi- 
lets, even  where  city  water  is  not  available.  The  situation 
at  the  Plains  in  this  respect  is  most  pressing  as  the  school 
is  large,  nearly  forty  pupils,  and  the  children  all  in  grades 
one  to  three  inclusive. 

The  school  room  is  large  enough  to  permit  a  portion 
of  it  to  be  divided  off  for  toilets  and  at  the  same  time,  by 
the  addition  of  windows  on  the  other  side,  secure  relief 
from  the  present  unsatisfactory  lighting.  A  plan  for  this 
remodeling  was  this  year  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Schoolhouses  and  tentatively  approved  but  the  lack  of 
money  prevented  its  execution. 

The  Spalding  School  has  long  been  a  disgrace  to  the 
city,  but  during  this  year  it  has  been  made  as  sanitary 
and  comfortable  as  conditions  will  permit.      A  separate 
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stairway  to  the  basement  has  been  constructed  and  clean, 
sanitary,  and  decent  toilets  installed  for  both  boys  and 
girls,  both  in  the  basement,  but  in  isolated  rooms.  This 
building  has  been  more  satisfactorily  heated  with  four 
rooms  in  use  than  it  was  while  only  two  were  occupied, 
although  the  heating  problem  here  has  not  been  entirely 
solved. 

The  Franklin  School  is  poorly  arranged,  very  poorly 
lighted,  and  unreasonably  crowded  but  in  about  as  good 
condition  as  its  construction  permits. 

The  part  of  the  South  Ward  Room  used  for  the  Man- 
ning kindergarten  serves  its  purpose  fairly  well  but  will 
probably  require  new  heating  equipment  next  year. 

Suggested  Improvements, 

In  view  of  existing  conditions  and  probable  future 
demands  the  following  suggest  themselves  as  improvments 
worthy  of  some  serious  consideration. 

We  have  been  badly  crowded  at  the  High  School  for 
room  for  the  manual  training  work,  and  relief  might  be 
secured  by  making  a  shop  at  the  Whipple  School  in  the 
front  part  of  the  girls'  basement,  without  in  any  way 
interfering  with  the  toilet  arrangement.  This  room  is 
well  lighted  and  can  be  inexpensively  separated  from  the 
rest  of  the  basement  by  a  partition  which  will  give  access 
to  the  room  from  the  first  floor  by  a  stairway  not  now  in 
use. 

The  Domestic  Arts  work  of  the  Whipple  School  can 
probably  be  best  cared  for  by  the  High  School  equipment, 
for  a  time  at  least,  but  the  growth  of  these  two  schools 
will  soon  demand  increased  accommodations,  which  can  be 
easily  secured  by  an  addition  on  the  rear  of  the  eastern  end 
of  the  Whipple  School,  which  might  provide  room  for  the 
Domestic  Arts  work  and  two  additional  class  rooms  for 
the  work  of  the  Whipple  School.  This  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  Whipple  School  to  take  care  of  its  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  High  School  enrollment  as  the  school 
population  increases,  at  least  as  long  as  the  present  High 
School  can  accommodate  the  pupils  of  the  last  four  years. 

At  the  present  time  it  seems  that  the  greatest  relief 
for  the  elementary  schools  could  be  secured  by  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  land  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Cabot 
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Street  School  to  an  eight-room  building.  The  result  of 
such  an  enlargement  would  be  either  ill  suited  to  its  uses 
or  very  unsightly  in  appearance,  and  would  lack  play- 
ground. The  location  of  an  eight-room  school  on  Parrott 
Avenue,  between  the  armory  and  Rogers  Street,  with  an 
entrance  from  Haymarket  Square  in  the  rear,  would  serve 
the  same  section  and  meet  the  demand  for  more  school 
accommodation  in  the  central  part  of  the  city.  The  play- 
ground for  this  school  would  be  ready  at  hand. 

Should  a  school  be  constructed  on  the  city  farm  there 
will  ultimately  have  to  be  another  one  off  Islington  Street 
to  take  care  of  that  section,  including  the  Plains. 

The  old  Gun  House  in  the  Haven  School  yard  could, 
at  a  moderate  expense,  be  made  available  for  a  kindergar- 
ten and  perhaps  other  school  use  in  connection  with  the 
Haven  School.  The  title  to  this  property  is  still  vested  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  State  will  gladly  turn 
it  over  to  the  City  as  soon  as  certain  technical  rights  of 
the  United  States  government  have  been  adjusted. 

High  School. 

The  Principal's  report  which  is  printed  herewith  shows 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  High  School.  For 
many  years  our  High  School  has  been  conducted  with  larger 
classes  and  fewer  teachers  than  almost  any  other  high 
school  in  the  State.  While  the  standards  have  been  good 
and  we  have  maintained  our  rank  as  a  first  class  college 
preparatory  school  the  pressure  on  the  teachers,  particu- 
larly those  of  limited  experience,  has  been  unreasonable 
and  in  some  cases  we  have  lost  excellent  teachers  on  that 
account.  The  commercial  department  which  has  greatly 
increased  in  size  and  is  of  considerable  importance  as  a 
direct  community  asset  has  for  some  time  been  much  over- 
crowded. 

I  strongly  recommend  that  the  Principal's  sugges- 
tion, that  an  additional  teacher  be  employed  at  once,  be  fol- 
lowed, and  a  teacher  secured  who  can  assist  particularly 
in  the  commercial  department. 

The  selection  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  Curriculum  by 
forty-six  of  this  year's  entering  class  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  a  great  increase  in  the  advantages  of  industrial 
training  as  a  part  of  the  High  School  Curriculum.     The 
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removal  of  the  Whipple  School  annual  training  from  the 
High  School  shops  would  improve  greatly  our  facilities  for 
the  development  of  this  w^ork. 

An  increase  in  any  kind  of  shop  or  laboratory  work 
calls  for  immediate  increase  in  teaching  force,  as  the  work 
cannot  be  conducted  in  groups  of  forty,  or  even  half  that 
number,  without  excessive  outlays  for  duplication  of  equip- 
ment. An  additional  teacher  for  the  work  in  Mechanic 
Arts  will  be  required  next  year,  and  considerable  new 
equipment  is  absolutely  necessary  for  this  department. 

Schools  which  have  been  approved  by  the  New  Eng- 
land College  Certification  Board  have  the  privilege  of  giv- 
ing to  their  graduates  certificates  which  are  accepted  by 
nearly  all  the  New  England  colleges  for  admission.  These 
certificates  are  given  by  the  Principal  only  in  such  subjects 
as  have  been  completed  by  the  pupil  with  high  rank,  and 
in  which  the  school  practically  guarantees  the  ability  of 
the  pupil  to  successfully  continue  the  subject  in  college. 
Since  this  right  of  certification  is  dependent  upon  the  suc- 
cess of  the  certified  pupils  in  college,  it  is  customary  to 
grant  certificates  only  as  a  result  of  high  standing.  Cer- 
tification has  been  granted  by  the  Portsmouth  High  School 
on  a  rank  of  eighty  per  cent,  but  we  find  that  practically 
all  the  other  High  Schools  require  an  eighty-five  per  cent, 
average.  It  does  not  seem  wise  to  jeopardize  our  certifi- 
cate privilege  for  the  questionable  advantage  to  a  small 
number  of  pupils  who  barely  reach  the  lower  requirement 
and,  by  our  experience,  are  not  likely  to  succeed  in  col- 
lege.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  fourth 
annual  report  as  Headmaster  of  the  Portsmouth  High 
School. 

The  total  registration  for  the  year  ending  June,  1917, 
was  491.  This  marks  a  gain  of  47  over  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  Of  this  number  77  v^ere  non-resident  pupils.

Our  total  registration  this  year  at  date  of  this  report, 
is  507,  a  gain  of  16  over  the  total  registration  of  last  year. 
Of  this  number  71  are  non-resident  pupils.  Furthermore, 
our  total  loss  this  year  is  less  than  that  of  the  Fall  Term 
of  last  year.  This  is  encouraging  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  boys  have  had  so  many  opportunities  to  work  on  the 
Navy  Yard.

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division,  which  is  considered  a  maximum  number  for  any 
teacher  to  have  in  any  class,  if  she  is  expected  to  do  any 
individual  work.  The  addition  of  one  teacher  this  year 
has  taken  care  of  the  extra  divisions  necessitated  by  the 
increase  in  numbers,  but  has  not  relieved  much  the  con- 
dition of  last  year.  There  are  48  pupils  in  one  division  in 
Physics;  there  are  36  divisions  varying  between  30  and 
35  pupils;  and  14  divisions  varying  between  35  and  41 
pupils.  This  large  class  in  Physics  should  be  divided  into 
two  divisions,  which  means  two  extra  periods  of  a  teacher's 
time.  With  the  extra  classes  that  should  be  made  in 
Physics,  History,  French,  and  English,  the  full  time  of 
one  more  teacher  on  the  staff  is  required.  If  the  work  in 
the  Mechanic  Arts  grows,  as  it  promises  to  do,  another 
teacher  will  be  needed  in  that  department  next  year. 

Each  year  the  efficiency  of  the  school  is  more  or  less 
impaired  by  the  changes  which  occur  in  the  teaching  staff. 
However,  the  work  of  the  various  departments  where 
these  changes  have  occurred  is  progressing  as  satisfactorily 
as  can  be  expected  where  new  teachers  are  getting 
adjusted.  Mr.  Griffin  received  a  scholarship  from  Boston 
University  and  left  us  to  continue  his  studies  at  Columbia. 
Miss  Roberts  was  elected  to  take  charge  of  the  French  in 
in  the  Junior  High  School  in  the  city  of  Brockton,  and 
left  us  during  the  winter  term.  Miss  Troy  was  secured  as 
substitute  in  French  until  the  end  of  the  year.  We  lost 
both  Mechanic  Arts  teachers;  Mr.  Woodward  went  to  the 
Technical  High  in  Providence,  and  Mr.  Chandler  was 
elected  to  take  charge  of  the  Manual  Arts  work  at  Cohas- 
set.  Miss  Stackpole,  the  Commercial  Teacher,  went  to 
St.  Johnsbury,  Vermont;  Mrs.  Sumner  resigned  two  weeks 
after  school  opened  to'go  to  Toledo;  Miss  Symonds  resigned 
early  in  November  to  be  married;  and  Mr.  Hughey  who 
had  been  appointed  to  the  position  made  vacant  by  Mr. 
Woodward,  was  drafted  and  is  now  in  the  service  at  Ayer. 
In  all  we  had  a  total  of  nine  changes  during  the  year. 

Miss  Purnell  was  elected  to  take  charge  of  Miss  Rob- 
erts' work;  Miss  Hart  to  the  position  made  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Griffin;  Miss  Chapin,  to  the  work  taught 
by  Mrs.  Sumner;  Miss  Hanscom  to  take  charge  of  the 
Stenography  and  Typewriting.  Because  of  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  classes  in  French  and  English  it  was 
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necessary  to  add  another  teacher  in  these  departments. 
Miss  Glendenning  was  elected  to  this  position.  Mr.  Rob- 
inson was  secured  for  the  Manual  Arts  Deparment;  and 
Mr.  Prescott  to  take  charge  of  the  wood  work  after  Mr. 
Hughey's  resignation;  and  Miss  Stough ton  to  have  charge 
of  the  Domestic  Arts  work  of  Miss  Symonds. 

School  Activities. 

The  debate  work  continues  to  hold  a  prominent  place 
in  the  interests  of  the  pupils.  Forty-four  pupils  reported 
last  fall  in  competition  for  places  on  the  class  teams.  The 
school  was  represented  by  two  teams,  one  of  boys  and  one 
of  girls,  in  interscholastic  debates.  The  girls  won  their 
series  of  debates  and  the  boys  were  fortunate  enough  to 
get  into  the  final  debate.  A  dispute  over  the  question  left 
the  ownership  of  the  cup,  won  by  them  last  year,  unset- 
tled. The  school  paper  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  and  has 
become  an  important  supplement  to  the  English  work. 
Twelve  pupils  took  part  in  the  final  prize  speaking  con- 
test last  year,  one  represented  the  school  at  Waterville, 
Maine;  and  five  represented  the  school  in  the  contest  at 
Durham.  Besides  these  activities,  dramatics,  baseball, 
and  football  have  maintained  their  usual  places  of  interest 
in  the  High  School.

The  school  appreciates  the  useful  gift  made  by  the

Whipple  School. 

The  reorganization  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
as  a  Junior  High  School  has  been  continued  this  year  with 
a  more  complete  departmental  organization.  The  elemen- 
tary science  has  been  continued  and  French  begun  in  both 
classes.  The  work  in  French  is  by  the  "  direct  method  " 
and  the  results  so  far,  are  very  satisfactory. 

This  school  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  as  a  Junior  High  School 

The  participation  of  the  pupils  of  this  school  in  the 
various  activities  connected  with  the  school  life  has  been 
particularly  enthusiastic.  The  excellent  school  orchestra 
has  been  a  source  of  much  valuable  experience  for  its 
members  and  it  has  contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  the 
school  and  its  friends  on  many  occasions. 

The  interest  of  the  pupils  in  their  school  work  has 
been  very  marked  this  year  and  the  results  of  this  inter- 
est, with  the  consequent  regularity  of  attendance  and 
steady  work,  will  be  one  of  the  most  desired  ends  of  the 
re-organization.  The  work  in  Practical  Arts  for  both  girls 
and  boys  could  not  be  increased  this  year  on  account  of 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  Department 
of  the  High  School  and  the  lack  of  additional  teaching 
force  for  these  subjects.  A  method  of  relief  for  this  has 
been  suggested  elsewhere.

Schools. 

Special  Classes. 

We  have  failed  to  make  provision  for  the  proper  treat- 
ment of  the  subnormal  children.  The  inability  to  secure 
a  suitable  teacher  and  the  lack  of  a  place  for  such  a  class 
have  been  factors  in  our  failure  to  provide  this  accommo- 
dation. The  South  Ward  room  would  serve  this  purpose 
very  well  if  the  Manning  kindergarten  could  be  accommo- 
dated elsewhere.  The  need  of  special  classes  for  both 
backward  and  subnormal  pupils  is  great.  Some  help  in 
this  work  has  been  received  from  the  assistant  who  has 
divided  her  time  between  the  Haven  and  Lafayette  Schools. 
In  other  years  we  have  given  the  teachers  of  several 
schools  help  from  the  senior  class  of  the  training  school  to 
enable  them  to  do  some  of  this  work  with  the  pupils  in 
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their  own  schools,    but   small   senior   classes   and    extra 
demands  for  substitutes  have  prevented  this. 

Evening  School. 

A  public  evening  school  was  conducted  during  the 
months  of  January,  February  and  March  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  99,  of  whom  18  were  born  in  Italy,  15  in  Russia, 
9  in  Greece,  3  in  Newfoundland,  one  each  in  Syria,  Ire- 
land, Austria  and  Nova  Scotia,  23  in  Portsmouth  and  27 
elsewhere  in  the  United  States,  making  fifty  American 
born  and  forty-nine  foreign  born.  The  attendance  in  the 
school  for  non-English  speaking  pupils  was  reasonably 
good  but  the  number  taking  the  Mechanical  Drawing 
course  decreased  very  rapidly  on  account  of  over-time 
work  at  the  Navy  Yard.  The  results  of  our  work  with 
foreigners  are  satisfactory.  The  varied  interest  of  the 
smaller  number  who  wish  to  take  High  School  subjects 
makes  it  very  difficult  to  organize  satisfactorily.  It  seems 
to  me  that  with  our  present  demands  a  most  satisfactory 
arrangement  will  be  to  organize  not  more  than  two  classes 
in  different  subjects  of  High  School  rank,  and  only  main- 
tain these  classes  while  a  reasonable  number  are  mem- 
bers. 

School  Savings. 

The  question  of  school  savings  banks  was  investigated 
by  a  special  committee  of  the  Board,  and  upon  its  recom- 
mendation, it  was  voted  to  put  into  operation  some  system 
of  school  savings  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school 
year.  A  device  called  the  "  Automatic  Receiving  Teller," 
a  stamp  vending  machine,  has  been  secured  on  trial  and, 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  saving  banks  of  the  city,  will 
be  placed  in  several  of  the  larger  schools  early  in  the  next 
term.  This  machine  automatically  exchanges  stamps  for 
coins  and,  by  an  arrangement  with  the  savings  banks, 
these  stamps  which  are  pasted  into  books  are  received  at 
any  of  the  savings  banks  for  deposit,  in  amounts  of  one 
dollar  or  more.  Withdrawal  or  redemption  can  be  made 
only  with  the  consent  of  the  parent. 

This  method  disposes  of  much  of  the  work  of  carry- 
ing on  the  school  savings  system  and  from  its  success  else- 
where promises  to  be  well  worth  permanent  installation. 
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The  money  is  collected  from  the  machines  at  frequent 
intervals  and  deposited  in  the  savings  banks  for  the 
redemption  of  the  stamps  as  they  are  returned  to  the 
banks.  The  device  is  adequately  protected  against  the  use 
of  spurious  coins,  as  all  stamps  are  numbered  and  the 
stamp  purchased  by  any  particular  coin  can  be  identified. 

Teachers'  Salaries. 

On  petition  of  the  teachers  of  the  city  for  an  increase 
of  salary,  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  made  an 
exhaustive  study  of  the  conditions  prevailing  elsevv^here 
both  in  regard  to  salaries  paid  and  the  costs  of  living.  As 
a  result  of  this  investigation  a  report  was  made  to  the 
Board,  unanimously  recommending  that  the  rate  of  salary 
for  all  regular  teachers  be  increased  one  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  the  increase  to  go  into  efi^ect  March  first. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  was 
unanimously  approved  by  the  Board  and  the  additional 
appropriation  of  $4,500  required  for  this  purpose  granted 
by  the  City  Council. 

Even  with  this  increase  the  teachers  are  paid  lower 
salaries,  comparatively,  than  they  were  two  years  ago  and 
in  many  cases  less  than  they  could  command  in  other  kinds 
of  work.  If  the  present  industrial  situation  continues  the 
teaching  profession  will  lose  many  of  its  most  efficient 
members,  unless  a  material  advance  is  made  in  the  salaries 
paid.  Teachers  of  practical  arts  and  commercial  subjects 
are  so  easily  able  to  transfer  to  industrial  work  that  they 
can  hardly  be  retained  without  making  the  salaries  for 
these  lines  of  work  financially  attractive.  The  very  fact 
that  they  are  so  much  in  demand  only  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  these  lines  of  school  work.  In  the  past, 
schools  have  seldom  had  to  meet  direct  competition  with 
business  and  industry. 

Truant  Officer. 

The  work  of  the  truant  officer  in  New  Hampshire  cov- 
ers not  alone  attendance  cases,  but  the  inspection  of  stores 
and  factories  under  the  provisions  of  the  Child  Labor  law. 
Much  child  welfare  work  also  comes  under  the  duties  of 
this  officer  and,  in  a  majority  of  attendance  cases,  the  relief 
of  parents  and  the  improvement  of  home  conditions  must 
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be  secured  before  any  permanent  results  are  possible. 
The  truant  officer  also  investigates  all  applications  for  aid 
under  the  Mothers'  Aid  act  and  visits  and  reports  monthly 
on  all  persons  v^ho  are  receiving  aid  from  the  State  under 
this  lav^. 

The  report  of  the  truant  officer  follows. 


Report  of  the  Truant  Officer. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

While  the  war  has  not  imposed  any  startHng  condi- 
tions in  school  attendance  in  this  city,  its  activities  have 
nevertheless  been  apparent,  especially  among  the  upper 
grades,  and  there  has  been  a  much  keener  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  older  boys  to  leave  school  and  engage  in  work. 
This  has  been  especially  so  with  the  boys  and  girls  near- 
ing  the  age  of  sixteen  who  are  still  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  The  high  wages  paid  at  the  Navy  Yard, 
in  fact  everywhere,  for  youthful  labor,  has  resulted  in  many 
children,  who  would  have  naturally  continued  in  school, 
using  every  means  to  secure  their  release  so  that  they 
could  go  to  work. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  it  was  found  that 
there  were  a  dozen  or  more  boys  who  should  have  reported 
at  the  opening  of  school,  still  at  work  at  the  Navy  Yard. 
These  boys,  with  few  exceptions,  were  compelled  to  give 
up  their  work  at  the  yard  and  return  to  school.  Some 
have  taken  the  matter  as  for  their  good,  while  others  have 
continued  in  school  just  because  they  have  to,  with  little 
or  no  interest  in  their  work. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  prosecute  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  the  scholars,  the  parents  taking  the  matter 
in  good  part,  in  fact  better  in  most  cases  than  the  boys 
themselves.  Under  the  law  of  1917,  which,  by  the  way, 
was  suggested  to  the  State  Department  by  the  retiring 
Superintendent  of  this  city,  it  has  been  possible  to  deal 
fairly  with  certain  classes  of  boys  and  girls,  whose  educa- 
tion and  betterment  would  be  advanced  by  allowing  them 
to  leave  school  after  reaching  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
and  enter  on  work  that  has  some  prospect  of  being  their 
life  work  such  as  trades. 

The  approval  of  the  Whipple  School  as  a  Junior  High 
School  will  materially  cut  down  the  number  of  cases  of  non- 
attendance  from  that  building  this  year,  as  a  good  part  of 
the  trouble  there  has  been  from  boys  and  girls  who,  under 
the  new  ruling,  will  be  eliminated. 
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The  lack  of  proper  clothing  for  school  children,  while 
the  same  as  last  year,  promises  to  show  a  big  improvement 
this  coming  year,  as  there  has  been  a  betterment  of  labor 
conditions  and  everybody  who  wants  work  can  get  it. 
There  are  some  cases  that  will  continue  until  the  children 
are  able  to  earn  their  own  shoes  and  clothing,  but  this 
class  is  gradually  being  reduced.  Last  year  there  were 
thirty-eight  cases  where  it  was  necessary  for  this  depart- 
ment to  find  shoes  or  clothing  for  children  to  secure  their 
attendance  at  school,  and  these  were  secured  through  dif- 
ferent funds  that  are  open  to  this  office. 

There  are  still  far  too  many  cases  of  truancy  in  the 
schools,  but  there  was  some  reduction  over  the  preceding 
year.  Out  of  the  fifty  cases  reported,  thirty-four  cases 
were  single  offenders,  who,  after  being  talked  to,  have 
apparently  heeded  the  warning.  Only  in  one  case  was  it 
necessary  to  bring  the  boy  into  Court  and  after  repeated 
efforts  he  was  finally  sent  to  the  Industrial  School  and  it 
will  apparently  work  out  for  his  future  good.  In  seven  of 
the  cases  where  there  has  been  more  than  one  offense,  it 
has  been  among  boys  who  are  between  the  ages  of  14  and 
16  and  are  in  school  simply  under  compulsion.  Two  cases 
were  among  girls  and  two  repeated  offenses  among  httle 
fellows,  whose  home  conditions  have  been  such  as  to  get 
little  aid  from  parents. 

There  are  altogether  too  many  cases  of  children  absent 
without  good  cause,  but  practically  every  case  may  be 
traced  to  the  parents,  who  are  all  too  willing  to  allow  their 
children  to  remain  away  from  school  on  the  slightest  pre- 
text. Only  time  and  patience  will  correct  this  evil.  The 
report  shows  a  reduction  yearly  in  this  class. 

War  conditions  have  not  been  allowed  to  interfere 
with  the  Child  Labor  Law,  and  apparently  there  has  been 
no  effort  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  this  city  to  take 
advantage  of  war  conditions  and  ask  the  labor  of  children. 
While  this  summer  there  was  a  big  demand  for  certifi- 
cates and  more  children  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16 
were  employed,  they  were  all  properly  certified.  The  Fed- 
eral Child  Labor  Law  has  made  a  tendency  on  the  part  of 
the  manufacturers  to  eliminate  all  labor  under  sixteen 
years  of  age.  This  was  true  of  the  Morley  Button  Com- 
pany,  who  discharged  all  of  their  help  under  that  age. 
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There  is  no  real  reason  why  the  boys  and  girls  who  are 
properly  certified  by  the  State  Law,  can  not  be  employed, 
and  in  some  cases  too  strict  interpretation  of  the  Federal 
Law  has  worked  hardship  on  some  young  people  who  are 
properly  out  of  school  and  need  the  work  for  their  sup- 
port. The  only  difference  between  the  Federal  and  the 
State  Child  Labor  Law,  is  that  the  Federal  Law  does  not 
allow  more  than  eight  hours  a  day  while  the  State  allows 
54  hours  a  week,  with  a  maximum  of  11  hours  a  day. 

This  office  now  makes  a  monthly  report  on  all  Mother 
Aid  cases  to  the  State  Department.  There  are  however, 
only  four  cases  in  this  city,  with  some  pending.  In  one 
case  the  aid  was  allowed  a  woman  with  three  children,  but 
it  was  so  small,  $20  a  month,  she  was  compelled  to  refuse  it, 
as  the  County  was  allowing  her  much  more  than  $20. 
The  Mothers'  Aid,  with  the  present  high  cost  of  everything, 
is  not  nearly  enough  to  support  a  family,  unless  there  is 
some  other  income,  and  this  income  must  come  through 
their  own  efforts,  and  not  through  any  charitable  institu- 
tion.

Conclusion. 

I  desire  again  to  urge  upon  the  Board  the  necessity 
for  some  definite  consideration   of  ways  and  means  for 
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accommodating  the  present  and  future  enrollment  of  our 
schools.  We  foresee  a  great  increase  in  population  as  soon 
as  houses  can  be  found  for  the  families  of  the  men  already 
at  work  at  the  Navy  Yard  and  the  ship  yard.  We  have 
not  now  reasonable  accommodations  for  the  pupils  that  we 
already  have.  In  two  schools  the  children  are  on  part 
time  and  this  plan  will  have  to  be  extended  before  the  end 
of  the  year  unless  the  present  rate  of  increase  stops,  or 
additional  room  is  found. 

Our  experience  with  contagious  diseases  the  past  year 
has  in  another  way  emphasized  our  need  for  medical 
inspection.  This  is  an  experience  which  we  have  had 
before,  and  are  likely  to  have  at  any  time.  The  health  of 
the  pupils  is  of  the  greatest  importance  and  in  no  way  can 
the  ultimate  welfare  of  this  generation  be  better  served 
than  by  promoting  the  health  and  physical  development  of 
the  school  children  along  with  their  other  educational 
growth. 

Increase  in  number  of  teachers  and  in  salaries  paid 
will  be  necessary,  if  we  are  to  keep  our  High  School  up  to 
its  past  standards,  and  in  general  it  will  be  necessary  to 
to  meet  the  competition  of  the  commercial  and  industrial 
occupations  if  we  are  to  retain  in  teaching,  the  men  and 
women  who  are  of  the  type  most  needed  in  school  work. 
Extension  of  the  work  in  Mechanic  Arts  is  manifestly  in 
line  with  the  demands  of  the  day  and  is  particularly  called 
for  by  the  boys  now  in  the  High  School  entering  classes. 
The  work  in  stenography  and  typewriting  is  chosen  almost 
entirely  by  the  girls  and  this  tendency  is  and  ought  to  be 
encouraged. 

In  closing  this  report  at  the  end  of  six  years  of  ser- 
vice, as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  desire  to  put  on 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  unfailing  courtesy  of  the 
Board  and  my  personal  esteem  for  the  men  and  women  to 
whom  the  city  entrusts  the  wefare  of  its  schools.  It  has 
been  a  privilege,  as  well  as  a  pleasure,  to  serve  you,  and 
with  you,  the  educational  interests  of  the  city.
